_LGHT CAR SUCCESSES. 


Cotes half a millién people, it is 
estimated, watched the recent sue- 
cess of the British light car in the 
International Tourist Trophy Race 
of the Royal Automebile Club on 
the Ards Circuit, near Belfast. The 
results, from the British point of 
view, were entirely satisfactory, for 
British cars and drivers not only 
scored an outright win, but also 
secured’ the second most coveted 
trophy—the Team Prize, and this in 
spite of the fact that overseas 
rivalry was stronger than ever. - It 
was, indeed, the day of the light 
ear. Forty-four cara started, and 
of these 29 were under 1,500 cc. - 

The race was won by Mr. Norman 
Black at the ‘heel of an MG. 
Midget, a 746 c.c. model, which aver- 
aged the remarkable speed for the 
860 miles of 67.90 m.p.h. Another 
car of the same type was third at 


67.62 m.p.h., whilst ‘an 1,100. c.c. |: 


unsupercharged.. finished 
fifth. 

Apart. from ahaa speed, the re- 
lability of British products was 
most marked, for of the 19 finishers, 
16 were British. Only two teams 
completed the course intact, these 
being the Riley-team (winners), 
and the Austin team (runners-up).
